Angora Goats and Sheep in California. 


The New York Time» of the 24th of 
January has a letter from a correspon­ 
dent in this State, from which we ex­ 
tract jm interesting account of some of 
the great sheep and goat ranchos of 
California. The writer begins with: 
T H E SANTA CRUZ COMPANY. 
The Santa Cruz Island Company 
was organized in 1869, having been in­ 
corporated under State authority, with 
half a million dollars' capital, for car­ 
rying on the business of sheep-hus- 
bandry, stock-raising, etc. The Island 
of Santa Cruz, one of the Santa Bar­ 
bara group, was purchased by the 
company as a Held of operations. This 
island, which has a superficial area of 
52,7004 acres, as per patent, was orig­ 
inally granted to a Spaniard, Andres 
Castillero, by Alvarado, Governor of 
the Californians, May 22,1839, and the 
grant was subsequently confirmed by 
tiie Board of United States Land Com­ 
missioners, and by the District Court 
of the Southern District of California; 
the patent fa r in g the date March 21, 
1867. In 18Ó7 it was bought from Cas­ 
tillero by an American, Win. E. Bar­ 
ron, by whom it was held as a private 
property, used for sheep-raising, until 
it was bought by 
TH E SANTA CRUZ COMPANY. 
The officers of this Company are all 
naturalized citizens, including two 
Germans, two Spaniards, and one 
Frenchman. The buildings and im­ 
provements of all sorts located on five 
different points of the island, are val­ 
ued at from $20.000 to $40,000, exclu­ 
sive of steam tallow works erected two 
years ago at the expense of about $6,- 
ÍMM). The wharf at Prisoner’s Harbor, 
recently restored, has cost the compa­ 
ny no 'less than $10,000. The fences 
all over the island represent a prime 
cost, since the purchase by the present 
owners, of about $6,000. 
The schooner 
and surf boats have cost not less than 
$6,000; and the stock of wagons, sad­ 
dles, agricultural implements, etc., 
may he valued at about $2,500. There 
are now running at liberty over the 
island flocks of Hpanish Merino sheep, 
numbering between. 40,000 and 45,000 
liead, worUi, according to the season 
of the year—that is to say, with or 
without wool on—from $2 to $3 50 
ench, and representing an aggregate 
value of $150,000. Besides these 


IMMENSE FLOCKS 
Thero is a stud of about 125 saddle and 
draft horses and mules, some breeding 
mares with colts, and a fine stallion of 
the Morgan stock, representing a value 
of $10,000 or $12,000; about thirty head 
of fine tame Devon cattle, including 
hull, milch cows, and their increase 
for the use of the island, valued alto­ 
gether at about $1,200 or $1,500; and 
finally, perhaps, 150 head of cattle run­ 
ning wild in the valleys and over the 
mountains, and affording, whenever 
desired, an extra supply of fresh beef 
for the use of the permanent residents 
on the island. 
How this splendid property will 
“pan out” in tlie future, In the shape 


of dividends to (lie stockholders (and 
I’m not one of them, so this may be 
accepted as an unbiased account,) may 
best he judged after an examination 
of the results of the past year’s opera­ 
tions. The cash receipts and earnings 
of the company, from the sales of live 
stock—sheep, slieep-skins, wool—and 
from sundry other sources, reached 
$76,000 07, and the net profits, after 
paying all expenses, amounted to 
$48,000 08, leaving the company with 
no outstanding debts or obligations 
whatever. 
A splendid result, that 
carries its own lesson with it. After 
all, is it not the true “golden fleece" 
to be found on the hack of tin* patient 
sheep? 
[The correspondent being somewhat 
incorrect in his statements in refer- 
rence to Hanta Catalina, we have in­ 
quired of the parties here and give a 
correct account.] 
Success like tills has naturally had 
the effect of stim ulating the already 
popular wool-producing industry, and 
many sim ilar enterprises have sprung 
up in the State, among them, the Han 
Joaquin Valley Wool-Growers' Asso­ 
ciation, the Santa Catalina Island 
Company, and the Guudalupe Island 
Company, all engaged in the produc­ 
tion of wool. 
The Island of Santa 
Catalina, off Los Angeles, embraces 
an area of some 46,000 acres,was bond­ 
ed to Ex-Governor Downey, and oth­ 
ers, who tried to negotiate a sale to an 
English company, the price asked be­ 
ing $1,250,000. The sale, however, fell 
through, and it is still the property of 
Janies Lick, of San Francisco, Gover­ 
nor Downey, of this city, being the 
agent. The island is devoted to sheep 
raising, and also has mines of copper 
and silver. The breed of sheep on this 
island are Hpanish Merino and its 
grades, and there are vast flocks of 
them. 


A VAST GOAT RANCH. 


The Guadalupe Company hold under 
the same grant as the Santa Cruz cor­ 
poration, th at of Gov. Alvarado, made 
in 1839 by virtue of a decree ef the Su­ 
preme Government of Mexico issued 
in 1838. 
The principal business of 
this company is the raising of Angora 
Goats. The island is situated further 
down the coast, off Lower California, 
some ninety miles from the main land 
and about "fifty-two hours’ sail in a 
southwesterly direction from the port 
of San Diego. Its area is three times 
as great as that of either of the other 
islands, being twenty-six miles long 
by about ten miles wide. It embraces 
about 160,000 acres of grazing land, 
besides 4,500 aeres of pine and cedar 
forest, with some1 small groves of 
palm on the north end. The island is 
described as mountainous and highly 
picturesque, 
presenting to the eye 
changing views as its varying scenery 
passes in perspective. It lias one high 
m ountain—Mount Augusta—lifting its 
head 3,000 feet above the sea level, anti 
many ranges of rolling hills, giving 
climbing facilities to the 20,000 or 30,­ 
000 common goats that roam in all 
their native strength over the place. 
Gaudalupe Island lias natural grazing 
capacity for the support of 75,000 goats. 
These anim als—that is, the common 
breed of California—have lived in a 
semi-wild state upon the island in 
great numbers for years past, thous­ 
ands having been slaughtered annn- 
ally for their 


H ID E S AND TALLOW ALONE. 
They subsist and fatten solely upon 
the natural 
grasses and aromatic 
shrubs, the latter of which constitute 
their favorite cropping. The Angora 
will eat, according to the testimony of 
old flock-masters, no less than forty- 
five more varieties of shrubs and plan ts 
than any other fleece-bearing animai, 
consuming 
with 
impunity 
many 
growths that are poisonous ‘ to sliecp 
and other animals. 
So mild, genial, and agreeable is the 
climate of Guadalupe that the flocks 
there require no artificial shelter what­ 
ever, at any time of the year. Kids 
are permitted to be dropped in any 
month, as it can be done in perfect 
safety. 
At the head of this colossal enter­ 
prise is William M. Landrum, of 
Watsonville—familiarly called by the 
boys 
TH E OLD MAN HIMSELF. 


who first brought tiie Angora goat to 
this coast in 1861, and who has ever 
since stood by the beautiful animal, 
through evil as well as good report. 
He and his partner are believed to now 
own, at their home ranch innanta Cruz 
county, the finest flock of pure-breed 
Angoras in America. Associated with 
Mr. Landrum in the Guadalupe Com­ 
pany, which also is ajoint stock asso­ 
ciation, incorporated uuder law of the 
State, Mith a capital of half a million 
dollars, is Col. George W. Dent, well- 
known not only as one of “the Dent 
family.” but better as an active Cali­ 
fornia business man, and other capi­ 
talists. Besides the large flocks of na­ 
tive goats on the island—a short, 
straight-haired species, the ewes well- 
suited to breeding to pure Angora 
bucks—the company has purchased 
100 choice Angora bucks und over 1,200 
fine fleece-bearing ewes, from seven- 
eights Angora blood to nure breed. 
The noble race is to be useu in amelio­ 
rating the plebian stock, and the com­ 
pany count on from 7,000 to 10,000 
grade kids the coming year as the re­ 
sult of the skillful coupling of the two 
races. 
The offspring of the second 
cross is a fleece-bearing goat, produc­ 
ing wool worth about sixty cents a 
und. 
The fleece of pure breeds 
rings $1 to $1 25 per pound, and the 
demand exceeds the supply.

Numerous propositions are before 
(Congress, looking to a change in the 
banking system, but none of them go 
to the root of the m atter. The priv­ 
ilege of issuing currency is a great 
one, and lias been so lucrativo that 
the policy of offering a bounty to 
banks h a s been very strongly ques­ 
tioned. The Ciovennent is the only 
proper source from which our currency 
should come. 
It should be a uniform 
V 
currency too, every dollar of it just 
like every other dollar, and should be 
receivable for ail dues, public and 
private. The simplest plan would lie 
for the Government to issue legal ten­ 
der notes to any one who will deposit 
United States bonds in their stead. 
The interest 0 11 the bonds so deposited 
should cease, until the currency is re­ 
turned. Bonds bearing a low' rate of 
interest and exchangeable for currency 
should be issued to an extent equal to 
'.he probable demands of the country 
for currency. Then banking would be 
tee to anybody who held one of these 
bonds. There would lie a check upon 
over-issues, from the fact that the in­ 
terest on the bonds deposited ceases 
w henever currency is issued, and as 
soon as there was more money in cir­ 
culation, than the business of the 
country could profitably employ, it 
would be retired. On the other hand 
as soon as a scarcity of currency occur­ 
red, the bonds would be deposited, and 
legal tenders called out. 


T he New City C h arter.

A n o th er C ase of Lost C onfidence. 


The New York M idland R ailroad is 
one of the new roads th at have been 
built during the past few years, on 
tile high-pressure style. 
Its bonds 
were disposed of at ruinous discounts, 
and the vast sums subscribed by m u­ 
nicipalities and individuals along its 
line were poured into the bottomless 
¡fit of its construction account, and 
while officers and contractors grew 
rich, the road is bankrupt. 
It pays no 
interest on its securities. 
The m en 
wTio managed it roll in w ealth, hut till* 
laborers who did the work, and oper­ 
ate it, arc literally starving. A m onth 
or two ago, the wives of its employees 
made a raid 0 11 its well-filled wood- 
yards, and supplied them selves with 
fuel. The telegraph brings us the news 


1 hat these laborers have struck for 
tiicir back pay, allowing no trains to 
pass over the road, and that they have 
even gone so lar as (o break open a 
car and distribute its contents of 
ilour among 
their 
starving com­ 
rades. 
The 
well-fed 
monopolists 
will doubtless term these unpaid, half- 
■ tarved laborers,Communists, and will 
wonder how they can be guilty of acts 
that tend to destroy the confidence of 
the financial world in the value of rail­ 
road bonds; but those w ho go below 
t he surface will be apt to conclude that 
the speculators who have bankrupted 
the company by tiicir m ism anagem ent 
and maddened the laborers by w ith­ 
holding their pay till they are on the 
verge of starvation, arc tho real Com­ 
m unists and disorganizes. 


S e v e r a l 
v i n e y a r d s 
in various 
parts of the State have been rooted up, 
and the ground occupied by them 
planted ¡11 other products. The only 
cases t hat have como to our knowledge 
in this section, are where the land was 
inside the city, and iiad become too 
valuable for such use. S till the value 
of a vineyard depends so m uch on the 
character of the soil, the variety of the 
grape, and the m anner in which it is 
handled when made into wine, that 
it is not strange that carelessness in 
planting has resulted unprofitable in 
some cases.

stricken fellows. The rem arks of the 
President were received w ith applause, 
and 011 motion were adopted as the 
sense of the Convention. 
Mr. Frankland, who was not in the 
hall at the time, was found and con­ 
ducted to the platform by a committee 
appointed for the purpose, and Presi­ 
dent Koch, in a few well chosen and 
highly com plimentary rem arks, fre­ 
quently interrupted by applause, pre- 
senteil'tbe testimonial, w hich was in 
the form of a rich anil beautiful Mal­ 
tese cross, covered w ith emblems of 
the Order, to Mr. Frankland, who, 
deeply affected, responded in language 
broken w ith emotion, saying that lie 
had simply done his duty and followed 
the teachings of his beloved Order. 
He recounted some of th e scenes of the 
season of suffering and sorrow through 
which his city had passed, and alluded 
in touching term s to his own bereave­ 
ment. 
The scene was very impressive, few 
of the delegates being able to control 
their emotion. 


RESOLUTION OK SORROW. 
Dr. Wise, of Cincinnati, offered a 
resolution of sorrow for th e loss of their 
brethren of the South w ho had fallen 
during the epidemic, and of sym pathy 
for tiicir surviving friends and rela­ 
tions, which was adopted unanim ously. 
The report of President Bien, of the 
Executive Committee, was then pre­ 
sented, showing the Order to be in a 
flourishing condition, having doubled 
the num ber of its lodges and its m em ­ 
bership since the last Convention. 
The President said lie was unable to 
present to-day the full statistics of the 
Order, but could state th a t there are 
seven districts, with 205 lodges and 
about 18,000 members.

Pro*i»"C t <*1 G e n u in e R e fo rm in th e 
M a k in g o f A p p r o p r ia tio n s . 


General Garfield, C hairm an of the 
Committee on Appropriations, lias so 
far progressed on the Legislative, E x­ 
ecutive and Judicial Appropriation 
bill th at he expects to be able to lay it 
before the committee this week, or 
certainly next. T heehiarm an, in con­ 
nection’ with this bill, has made a 
careful exam ination of the laws from 
1776 up to the present tim e in refer­ 
ence to the executive branch of the 
government, and lias carefully noted 
how step by step these departm ents 
have expanded in their functions. The 
past few years, however, have witness­ 
ed the building up of an establishm ent 
of im mense proportions and sufficient 
to m eet almost double the actual needs 
of the governm ent. The bill, there­ 
fore, will bo more intelligently com­ 
piled ’than has ever occurred before 
and will embrace a complete overhaul­ 
ing of the organization of the execu­ 
tive departm ents. The committee to­ 
day again considered the hill to revise, 
consolidate and am end the statutes 111 
relation to estim ates, appropriations 
and public accounts, ami ♦finished it 
down to the tw enty-fifth section. The 
improvements contem plated by this 
bill are numerous, and in m any im ­ 
portant respects are borrowed from 
the English system. The stating and 
classification of estim ates, in anticipa­ 
tion of th e bill, was suggested to the 
Secretary of the Treasury a year ago, 
and this year are m ade up in partial 
accordance with the general pian pro­ 
vided in the bill. There are provis­ 
ions which will put a check upon the 
appropriations frequently anu ignor­ 
antly made, by requiring th at esti­ 
m ates for light houses, custom houses, 
post offices, forts, rivers, harbors, or 
other public works or improvements, 
shall be accompanied by a detailed 
estim ate of the whole cost of the work,, 
and all subsequent estim ates for any 
such works to show the originally es­ 
tim ated cost, the whole am ount previ­ 
ously appropriated and the am ount 
expended, and also, where there is a 
subsequent estim ate above the origi­ 
nally estim ated cost, the reason for 
the excess, and th can t icipated am ount 
must be fully stated. Where estimates 


for salarie-, contingent or current and 
ordinary expenses exceed the am ount 
appropriated for the precceding year 
they must bo accompanied tiy ’ ox- 
ilanatory notes. 
All salaries must bo 
kept distinct, and am ounts subm itted 
for additional employees must b estat- 
ed separately. 
The object of t his is to 
1 prevent the sm uggling in of an in­ 
crease of force w ithout the knowledge 
of the com m ittee. The hill contains 
other provisions calculated to insure 
greater responsibility in the appro­ 
priation of money by Congress and its 
disbursem ent 
by the departm ents. 
There are still eleven sections of the 
bill to lie considered. The com m ittee 
will complete tlie bill early next week, 
and will press it to a passage before 
taking up the Legislature and the 
Judicial bills.—fN. V. Herald.

He says: “Three years 
ago, my friends at home, in Hungary, 
offered me a present of 50,000 florins. 
1 rejected the offer, and never linve 
regretted it, even when I was hungry, 
and had 110 money to pay for a fire.” 
Coneering the proposed removal of

Prices are not quotahly off. There is a 
feeling 011 the part of holders of m e-1 
dimn and lower grades of wool, which j 
are not in liberal request at the ex - 1 
t reme prices now quoted. The class of j 
goods in which these wools enterare 
not moving freely, and the prices re­ 
alized by manufacturers ore said to be ¡ 
uiircniiuierative at present. In raw l 
material the stock is not very exces- ! 
sivo., hut ¡sample for the requirements 
of the trade, even under the active de­ 
mands, and holders are disposed to 
yield only to induce manufacturers to 
operate more freely, and not in 
cons' ipicnce of a pressure of stock. 
California is a shade easier 011 the ex­ 
treme quotations, with trade a little 
less active than last week. The sales 
are 132,01*0 lbs and 155 bales at 26(» 27c 
for spring, 2H(« i>0e for fall, 73f<(.75c for 
scoured. At Boston the market is a 
little more active, with considerable 
sales, bat 110 material change in prices. 
The stock is not large enough to crowd 
il].. 1 the market, and holders are 
firmer. California continues liberal, 
tiie lower grades of fall easy. The best 
lots <u'spring and free fall bring full 
prices. The sales are 57,000 for fall, 
1,766 for spring, 10,312 for pulled. 
The Supreme Court has decided a 
casé involving a question of import­ 
ance to business men. A. note became 
due on the 27th day of February, 1869. 
Full four years under the law was due 
the payee* “in which to bring an ac­ 
tion upon it after it became payable, 
but 110 more.” An action commenced 
011 the 1st of March, 1873, was, the 
Court held, therefore, too late; “and 
this, whether the Sunday, which was 
the day that immediately succeeded 
the day 011 which the note became 
due, be or not considered a portion of 
tlie four years limWation.” The issue 
of the calculation of the four years, it 
will be.seen, included the question of 
including one and excluding the other, 
of either the first day or the last, and 
also the question of tlie last day being 
Sunday.

Senator Duffy has introduced a bill 
in the Senate granting a" amnesty to 
Henry Meiggsfor offenses committed 
by him in this State prior to January 
1st, 1855. Meiggs is the well-known 
capitalist ami railroad operator of 
Chili anil Peru. In 1858-54 he was a 
member of the San Francisco Board 
of Aldermen and a large operator in 
lumber, building enterprises, etc. A 
wharf in that city now bears his name. 
He became largely Involved apd sud­ 
denly took “French leave.” Meiggs 
is enterprising and perhaps honest, 
but it would be a bad precedent to 
grant him amnesty in face of thecrim- 
innl laws which hold good against tlie 
poor self-exiled. 
In referring to the introduction of 
ramie, the Gilroy Advocate says that 
Mr. W. N. Furlong lias entered into 
the subject of introducing ramie into 
this vicinity with a spirit which will 
be productive of good results. He lias 
sufficient faith in the enterprise to 
purchase twenty acres of line land at 
San Felipe, where he will shortly com­ 
mence setting out plants, This move 
will soon fully demonstrate to our 
farmers w bother ramie will justify the 
extravagant stories told about it or 
not. Several others who have the 
character of land required will also 
put in plants this year, and Gilroy 
will yet become a s famous for her ra­ 
mie as she is for her tobacco.

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NARROW-GAUGE RAILWAYS. 


JFrom the N. V. Sun.] 
The friends of the narrow-gauge 
system of railways in this country 
have been actively though quietly at 
work during the past two or three 
years,with practical results which will 
surprise those who have not closely ob­ 
served the progress making in this 
new and important movement. The 
narrow-gauge in the United States is 
chiefly associated in the popular view 
with the Denver and Rio Grande road, 
which has been regarded as an experi­ 
ment,* and on which the new gauge 
has been practically tested with tlie 
most satisfactory results. In fact, 
however, there are at this time in the 
different ¡States and Territories no less 
than thirty-eight different narrow- 
gauge roads either completed or in the 
course of construction, and all of the = 
IX ACTUAL OPKRATION, 
Having an aggregate of 989 miles of 
track already laid, and which, if fin­ 
ished according to the plans on which 
they have been begun, will give an 
aggregate of 3,761 miles of narrow- 
gauge road. 
la the January number of the 
American Manufacturer'a Journal, we 
iind a mass of interesting statistics on 
ibis subject, showing more clearly 
than anything which has hitherto ap­ 
peared in the progress of the narrow- 
gauge system, especially in the south 
áud tlie’fur west. Of the thirty-eight 
roads referred to above, the longest is 
the Denver and Rio Grande, which 
has 15Ü miles of completed track, and 
is to be extended to a total length of 
S70 miles ; the Cairo and St. Louis 
road, which is to 150 miles in length, 
144 miles of track being already laid; 
the Utah Northern road of 160 miles 
with 70 miles completed; and the 
Kansas Central road, 560 miles long, 
t>5 miles of which has been completed. 
Besides the roads in the United States, 
there are in the British possessions of 
N'ortli America live narrow-gauge 
railways having an aggregate of 456 
miles of completed road, and which, 
when finished, will make 
AN AQOREOTE OF 811 MILES. 
In addition to the roads partially or 
wholly built which are in actual oper­ 
ation in the United States, there are a 
large number of others already in con­ 
struction. The Manufacturers' Jour­ 
nal gives the names of twenty-two of 
these which are to be from 10 to 950 
miles in length, eight of them being 
over 200 miles in length. It also gives 
the names of thirty other companies 
organized to Guild narrow-gauge 
roads. 
So far as reports have been made 
concerning the practical working of 
ihe narrow-gauge system, its results 
have been highly eneouragi g. The 
Denver and Rio Grande road for the 
first ten months of 1873 showed net 
tratlic earnings amounting to nearly 
49 per cent, of the gross receipts. The 
Toronto, Grey and’Bruce road in Can­ 
ada for the year ending June 30, 1873, 
reports 
NET TRAFFIC EARXINOS 
Of 34 per cent., and the Toronto and 
Nipissing for the same year of 39J per 
cent. The Arkansas Central road, for 
its short line of thirty-four miles com­ 
pleted, showed net earnings at the 
rate of $2,000 per mile per year. We 
do not know what this road cost, but 
the first division of the Denver and 
Kin Grande road cost only SI3,500 per 
mile, with its equipment, while the 
Canada roads are said to have aver­ 
aged $15,000 per mile. 
THF. GREAT ARGUMENT 
Urged in favor of the narrow-gauge 
system is the saving made in dispens­ 
ing with unnecessary dead weight in 
the cars—weight which it costs just as 
much to move as if it was paying 
freight. The argument is very sim­ 
ple. Practical experience has shown 
lhat ten of the narrow-gauge curs car­ 
ry as much freight as eight broad- 
gauge ears, while one narrow-gauge 
ear, loaded with tiveand a half tons of 
freight, weighs no more than a broad- 
gauge car empty. But there is also a 
very great saving in 
THE COST OF CONSTRUCTION 
And equipment of narrow-gauge roads 
over those of the ordinary gauge; 
while for mountainous regions the 
narrow-gauge has an immense advan­ 
tage over wide in respect to its supe­ 
rior facilities for taking trains over 
sharp curves and up ascending grades. 
Indeed, trains can be run over a nar­ 
row-gauge road with comparative 
ease where it would he impossible to 
either build or operate a road of the 
common kind. 
Whatever opinion railroad men may 
unite on in respect to narrow-gauge 
tracks for the great established thor­ 
oughfares of traltie, there can be no 
doubt that their introduction will be 
of immense value in developing new 
sections of the country where railroad 
facilities are required, but where the 
capital is wanting to build roads on 
the expensive plan in general use. -
